INCREASE IN ACREAGE 


teporis ol Assessors Show Large Increase 


In Potatoes, Corn and lye—Decrease 


In Wheat and Oats. 


County Clerk Bourn has received 


annual statistics from town assessors 
showing the number of acres of vari- 
ous farm products grown or growing 
in their respective districts this year. 
The total acreage of potatoes in the 
county this year is 26,857, which is an 
increase of 2,451 over last year, while 
in wheat there were only 293 acres 
sown, or 304 less than in 1907. The 
acreage of oats, 35,077, also shows a 
decrease of 318, but in corn there is 
an increase of 735 acrea, the total this 
year being 16,215. In the rye acreage, 
which is 16,507 this year, there is an 
increase of 1,493 acres. There are 584 
acres of barley and 111 acres of apple 
orchards, which is an increase in both 
crops. Stockton leads in the number 
of. acres of potatoes and oats, with 
Almond second in potatoes and Am- 
herst second in oats. Almond leads in 
corn and Sharon in rye, with Plover 
second in rye. 
The number of milch cows in the 


county is 16,633, an increase of 139 over 
last year, in which Amherst leads with 
1,754, while Carson has 1,441, Sharon 
1,354, Stockton 1,340, and Buena Vista, 
Eau Pleine, Lanark and New Hope over 
1,000 each. There are 8,275 horses in 
the county, 3,975 sheep. 5,914 swine, 
and 33,111 acres of tame grass.

The procession in honor of Bishop 


Rhode, of Chicago, as announced in last 
week's issue of The Gazette, and which 
took place Wednesday evening, indicat- 
ed the patriotic Christian feeling that 
prevails among the Polish people of 
Stevens Point, as well as elsewhere.

make it delightfully cold. Lemons are ' 
kept best by wrapping in tissue paper 
and hanging in an openwork bag in a 
cool place. A bag made of netted ordi- 
nary white string is admirable for this 
jmijio^e and can be Cashed \\heii nec- 
essary. Many good cooks advise keep- 
ing lemons in cold water, changing it 
every day, but the dry method is best. 
When a Jeoion has been halved or 
quartered and left unused it may be 
kept from drying or molding for sev- 
eral days by simply turning a tumbler 
over it to exclude the air. 
If lemons 


begin to spoil wipe the skins with a 
wet cloth, then with a dry one, and 
grate off the essential oil with lumps 
of sugar. Put these in an air tight 
glass jar and keep for flavoring. Then 
grate off the yellow rind, taking care 
to get none of the white pith, and dry, 
also for flavoring, or shave off the yel- 
low rind and cover with pure spirits of 
alcohol until a lemon extract results, 
better than you can possibly buy. 
Squeeze out the juice, straining free 
from seeds, put with it as much sugar 
as it will take up and keep in a close 
sealed glass Jar ready for any form 
of lemonade or fruit punch where the 
acid of lemons is desired. 


Lemons may also be kept for some 


time by wrapping each in tissue paper 
and putting in a tightly covered jar or 
pail. 


Oranges should be kept in the same 


way as lemons or spread on a shelf in 
a cool, airy room, not allowing them 
to touch, and turning over every two 
or three days.

built to coulino the Hood v. aters that 
pour into the Mississippi, no doubt 
iinatrine that the heavy rain< are the 
only enemy with which the levees have 
to contend," said a Baton Uouge man. 


"(>n the contrary, the levees, both 


during times of flood aud low water, 
are subject to the incessant attacks of 
living foes, the destructive work of 
which costs millions of dollars. These 
foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin and 
crawfish. 
Of all these borrowers that 


prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chambers or tunnels, the 
crawfish do the most damage, with tbe 
turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators H 
comparatively small. 


'•In repairing the banks crawfish 


holes are often found of immense size 
It is these hollow spaces that in time 
of freshets cause a caving in aud break 
of the levees, which of course brin 
on an inundation of nil the adjacent 
country.

Surface With 


Farm Til«« • Great Protection—Side 
Ditches That Hold Water Make an 
Inferior Roadway. 
Tile drainage, says Professor Ira O. 


Baker, is the very best preparation for 
a gravel or a stoue road. Gravel or 
broken stone placed upon an uudrained 
foundation Is almost sure to sink grad- 
ually, whatever Its thickness, whereas 
a thinner layer upon an umlerdralned 
,roadbed will give much better service 
"Roads tiled without gravel are better 
than roads graveled without tile." 


The road shouJd be underdralned BO 


as to keep the water level well below 
the road surface. In most localities 
this can be accomplished reasonably 
well by laying a line of farm tile three 
or three and a half feet below the road 
surface along one side of the road- 
way. 
It is sometimes claimed that 


there should be a tile on each side of 
the road. 


Some writers on good roads advocate 


the use of a line of tile under the mid- 
dle of the traveled portion, and some 
advocate a line ou each side of the 
wheelway. The object sought by these 
tiles is rapid drainage, and therefore It 
is urged that they should be laid near 
the surface. 
It is doubtful whether 


any water will reach the tile, since the 
road surface when wet Is puddled by 
the traffic, which prevents the water 
percolating through the soil, and it Is 
certain that In clay or loam the drain- 


To produce u beef animal for show 


{purposes It is uot Kulllclont that the 
animal be given a few weeks of tralu- 
ng at the eud to round him into prop- 
er comlitiou. 
It is essential to com- 


mence the training of the animal at 
birth. For beef purposes it has been 
my experience that the calf from an 
Angus cow, sired by a white or roan 
ihorthorn bull, has given the best sat- 
sfaction. I aim to have the calf born 
some time between Dec. 1 and the last 
of January. This will get the calf 
into proper condition, so that he will 
derive the benefits of the early seed 
n the spring. 
From birth until August the calf is 


allowed to run with the mother. The 
cow is milked twice each day, so that 


supply of milk will be maintained 


for the calf as long as desirable. When 
six weeks old It is given a little lln. 
seed oil cake and yellow turnips. 
About the middle of May the cow and 
calf are turned Into the pasture, where 
they are left until the 1st of August 
The calf is then taken from the moth- 
er and put into a box stall, which is 
kept well bedded with clean, fresh 
straw. 


The calf is suckled twice each day 


and given plenty of green feed. 
In 


the morning I give him also a little 
linseed cake and in the evening a lit-

value. More than one farmer has tried 
to drain his barnyard by laying tile 
near the surface, always without ap- 
preciable effect- 


While a line of tile on one side of 


the road is usually sufficient, there is 
often a great difference as to the side 
oa which it should be laid. If one side 
of the road is higher than the other, 
the tile should be on the high side to 
intercept the ground water that is 
flowing down the slope under the sur- 
face. 
The tile should be laid in the bottom 


of the silt ditrh below the frost line. 
Of course the tile should have a uni- 
form grade and a sufficient fall and an 
adequate outlet. The size of the tile 
required will depend upon the length 
of the line and the grade of the ditch, 
but local experience in farm drainage 
is likely to be a better guide than any 
general" statement that can be made. 
Farm drainage is almost certain to 
precede road drainage in any particu- 
lar locality.

Pittsburg, Pa,—William E. McMil- 


lan, president of the McMillan Lum- 
ber company, Chicago and Baltimore, 
was the victim of perhaps the most 


unique, certainly the meanest, sneak 
thief who ever entered a Pullman car. 


While en route from Baltimore to 


Pittsburg over the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad the thief stol& every stitch 
of clothing possessed by Mr. McMillan 
while the latter slept. The lumber 
king, who weighs 200 pounds, had re- 
tired wearing only a little dinky ath- 
letic undershirt. 


He had this, when he was waked, 


and in addition he had been left his 
fancy vest, a great, gaudy affair.

McMillan set the porters and train 


;rew at work to find clothing, think-

Mr. McMillan split two 
of the pairs trying to get into them, 
even partly, but the third pair held 
good, and, aided by a sheet kindly 
contributed by the porter, the lumber 
king was enabled to reach the bag- 
gage shed of the police station, where 
he got a chance to telephone home for 
aid."I am a peaceable man and I don't 
want to meet the man who stole my 
clothes," said Mr. McMillan.

Marvelous Results Achieved by Sys- 


tematic Exploration 


Tremendous Tracts Have .Been Opened Up in the Last] 


One Hundred Years—Northern Asia Still a Field 
for the Venturesome—Peary Now Undertaking One 
of the Greatest Feats. 
P 


EARY'S new expedition to the 
north pole opens up an inter- 
esting field of thought, writes 
Edmund Noble in the Boston 
Sunday Herald. It emphasizes 
some of the inconsistencies of 


human achievement. This is an age 
of scientific marvels. Man has har- 
nessed nature to do his bidding, and is 
daily discovering new forces or new 
ways of utilizing them. After pene- 
trating to the depths of the sea, he is 
already aspiring to the dominion of 
the air. He weighs planets and suns 
in his balances, and writes down their 
composition in the unerring formulae 
of the chemical laboratory. His tele- 
scopes and prisms fetch exact infor- 
mation from the very "confines of the 
universe." He has not yet completed 
the survey of his own planet. The 
night skies have become to him as 
an open book, yet there are worlds 
at his very elbow which the most re- 
cent geographical science is compelled 
to class as "unknown." 


This delay in mapping the earth 


is less surprising when it is remem- 
bered that geographical science could 
begin only at a late stage in the evo- 
lution of man.- For its very possibil- 
ity, 
systematic 
exploration of the 


planet needed highly civilized peo- 
ples, good at conquering, as well as in 
trade and travel. 
The earliest pro- 


moters 
of geographical knowledge 


were thus peoples like the Babyloni- 
ans, 
Assyrians, 
Egyptians, Phoeni- 


cians and Greeks. None of them knew 
the shape of the planet on which they 
lived; many of them believed it to be 
a fiat plane, diversified by bills and 
valleys; some pictured the territory 
of their "known world" as surrounded 


a wide river called 
at distance by 
ocean. 


Five hundred years B. C. this nu- 


cleus of culture, from which modern 
civilization was to come forth, com- 
prised a patch of territory considera- 
bly smaller than the United States, 
reaching from the confines of the Per- 
sian empire on the east to Spain and 
the coast of Africa on the west, the 
whole bounded to the north by the 
"Hyperboreans." The subsequent ex- 
pansion of these limit? up to the be- 
ginning of the Christian era was main- 
ly the work of the Greeks, the Cartha- 
ginians and the Latins. The "known 
world" of the Roman empire reached 
from Britain to India and China. Ger- 
many had then come into view, and 
Scandinavia was outlined. The north- 
ern fringe of Africa 
had 
widened 


somewhat, but the ancients continued 
to style northern Asia as "Schythian.' 
by 1,000 A. D. Iceland and Greenland 
were talked about; "Russia" had tak- 
en the place of "Sarmatia;" Mongolia 
and Manchuria found mention on the 
maps; and there were recorded "land

HE great territory of northern Asia,

emerged with his Tartar-Mongols in 
the thirteenth century to be the terror 
of Europe, has resisted the geograph- 
ical investigator longest of all. From 
Marco Polo to Prjevalsky and Sven 
Hedin, a succession of explorers has 
been at work in this still mysterious 
section of the earth's surface, ren- 
dered all the more 
inaccessible by 


strange languages, stranger 
customs, 


and rooted distrust of the "foreigner." 
It was the Russians who were first 
showed the way from Europe to the 
Pacific, for after Yermak had reached 
Sibir in 1579, the successive stages of 
their advance could not but end in the 
regions of the Amur, the Sea of Ok- 
hotsk, 
Kamschatka 
and 
Behring 


straits. 
Central and southern Asia 


have been actively explored for two 
centuries past, yet there are still un- 
known areas of considerable extent in 
Burma, Thibet and China. 


Australia, now the home of a civ- 


lized people living below the equator, 
s of peculiar interest to Americans 
Prior to the sixteenth century this im- 
mense continent, with its population 
of over 6,000,000. was totally unknown 
to the world. The Spanish, following 


the wake of Magellan, were the 


first to sight it; the Dutch explored its 
coast lines, and after the voyage of 
Capt. Cook in the latter end of the 
eighteenth century, the English took 
up the work of colonizing and explor- 
ing what was originally called "New 
Holland." Even in 1800 it was an un- 
known waste, peopled by savages in- 
teresting to the anthropologist 
and 


supporting flora and fauna of consider- 
able value for the purposes of descrip- 
tive natural history. But by and by 
settlers appeared, and a few populous 
cities and towns sprang up. Thanks 
to the efforts of men like Wentworth, 
Evans, Sturt, Burke, Willis, Warbur- 


^ 
plorcr. This Immense continent flnrt 
fed tho demand for slaves, then satis- 
fied the greed for territory. 
Unlike 


China, It was not coveted too late to 
be partitioned, and to-day, outside Mo- 
rocco and Abyssinia, there is not a 
square mile of Its area which IB not 
claimed and owned by one or other 
of the European powers. 


EXPEDITIONS TO POLES. 


Last Portions of Planet's Surface to 


Be Reached. 


npHE last portions of the planet's sur- 
1 face to be reached and explored 


•are the poles, both of them more or 


less ice-bound. The south pole, espe- 
cially remote from the great centers 
of civilization, 
has never 
attracted 


more than a scientific interest. The first 


i work done in the geography of the ant- 
arctics was done by the discovery of 
the South Shetland islands in 1816 by 
Capt. Smith. Various "lands" have 
since been revealed—among them En- 
derby Land and Graham Land by Bis- 
coe in ISIU. Wilkesland in 
1840, by 


Wilkes. and Victoria 
Land by 
Sir 


James Ross, two years later—but it 
is not jet definitely 
known whether 


these are meie islands or parts of a 
continent. 
Extensive 
land 
areas 


around the south pole are meanwhile 
suggested by the slope of the ocean 
floor, and by the character of the ant- 
arctic icebergs. The coasts are fronted 
with glaciers, which project for long 
distances into the sea, showing that if 
an antarctic continent exists it must 
be covered everywhere by immense 
sheets of Ice. Ross passed an ice 
front 200 feet high and 150 miles long; 
he saw great mountain ranges on Vic- 
toria Land, including 
two volcanic 


peaks whose height he estimated at 
from 7,000 to 15,000 feet. One of these 
was in eruption, pouring forth its lava 
upon the surrounding snow. The sup- 
posed antarctic continent, if one ex- 


purely scientific and culminated In th«

"Farthest north" is now 200 miles 


from the pole. 
It was attained by 


Commander Robert E. Peary in his 
last expedition of 1905-G. Leaving civ- 
ilization in the Roosevelt, Peary spent 
three weeks in boring through the nar- 
row ice-swept channel between Green- 
land and Ameiica, only to have hie 
ship driven ashore into winter quar- 
ters at Cape Sheridan. 
In a subse- 


quent sledge trip over the ice. the ex- 
plorer was cut off from his support- 
ing parties. The final dash, with eight 
men and six teams of dogs, enabled 
him to reach S7 degrees 6 minutes, 
where the condition of the ice and 
lack of food compelled immediate re- 
turn.

The romance of polar exploration— 


of its perils and its heroism—centers 
in the north. The arctic pole is much 
nearer to civilization than the antarct- 
ic, has a closer connection with the 
great continents, and is or ought to be 
somewhat in the line of the world's 
travel. The movement northward be- 
gan with the discovery of Greenland 
by Gunbiorn at the beginning of the 
tenth century, and with the planting 
of colonies on its shores hy Eric the 
Red in 985.

thereafter were spent by explorers, 
first from the Asiatic, then from the 
American side, in discovering and de- 
fining the contours of the

coasts. Both mercantile and scientific 
aims were in evidence. On the one 
hand was the search for the northwest 
passage by Davis. Frobisher, Hudson 
and Baffin; on the other the no less 
eager pursuit of the northeast passage 
by Barentz, Chancellor and others. In 
1850-54 McClure successfully accom 
plished the northwest passage, and 
gained the reward of $50,000 which 
had been offered by the British parlia- 
ment in 1763. By an equally success- 
ful feat in 1878-79. Baron Nordensk- 
jold. the Swedish scientist, made the 
northeast passage in the Vega by pass- 
ing from Norway along the Asiatic 
coast into the Pacific ocean.

FRANKLIN'S FATAL JOURNEY. 


One of the Most Terrible Episodes of 


Arctic Exploration. 


XE of the most terrible episodes of 
Arctic exploration was the loss of 


Sir John Franklin and his crew of 
129 men. He began his voyage in 
May. 1S45. A year later his vessels, 
the Erebus and Terror, became ice- 
bound near King William Land.

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SPRINGFIELD'S FIERCE RIOT 


RESUL TS IN SE YEN DEA THS 


Terrible Race War Makes Necessary Calling Out of 


Nearly All of Illinois National Guard and the 


Troops Repress All Further Outbreaks. 


Two Negroes Lynched, Other Persons Killed* and Many 
Wounded'—Restaurant 


Wrecked and "Black Belt" Burned by Mobs Enraged by Removal of Colored 
Brute from City—Trooper Kills Man on Train at Kankakee and Is Exor- 
erated by Inquiry Court. 


Springfield, 
111.—Two 
deaths 
on 


Sunday from injuries received in pre- 
vious mob fights brought up to seven 
the list of violent deaths during the 
terrible race war that raged in Spring- 
fieM Friday night and Saturday. 


William Donnigan, the aged colored 


man whose throat was cut Saturday 
night, expired at 11 a. m. Frank Del- 
more, who was shot through the lungs 
on Friday night, passed away an hour 
later. 


Troops There Number 4,200. 


With the arrival here Sunday of the 


Second and Seventh 
Infantry regi- 


ments, L N. G., and two squadrons of 
the First cavalry, all from 
Chicago, 


the entire National Guard of Illlinois, 
with the exception of the 
Sixth in- 


fantry and the Eighth infantry (col- 
ored) was on duty in the riot-ridden 
districts Sunday night. In all, 4,200 
guardsmen are in the city. 


A council of war was h«ld at the 


capitol at four o'clock in the afternoon 
by Gov. Deneen, Adjt. Gen. Scott, Gen. 
F. P. Wells and Col. H.-B. Sanborn. 
At the meeting a plan was adopted 
which it is believed will render fur- 
ther demonstrations improbable. Col. 
Sanborn was 
given command of a 


provisional brigade consisting of the 
First and Second Infantry regiments, 
•with instructions to preserve 
the 


peace in 
territory west of Seventh 


street. The two regiments established 
headquarters on the capitol grounds, 
their shelter tents bordering the state 
house on three sules. Gen. Wells was 
placed in command of a second pro- 
visional brigade consisting of com- 
panies of the Fourth infantry, three 
companies of the Third infantry and 
12 companies of the Fifth infantry. 


Private Klein Exonerated. 


Private J. B. Klein, Company A, 


First mfantiy. killed a young man 
named Eaxl Xelscn at Kankakee, and 
his case was considered Sunday by a 
regimental 
court of inquiry, which 


reported to Adjt. Gen. Scott that 
Klein's act was performed in the strict 
line of duty. 


Klein had been placed as one of a 


guard of the baggage car on the first 
section of the Illinois Central train 
which brought the First infantry to 
Springfield Saturday. 
The train was 


a special one and the baggage car con- 
tained property owned by the state. 
Klein, guarding the front door, was in- 
structed by Lieut. Guilford to allow no 
one, not officially countenanced, to en- 
ter the car. At Kankakee four young 
men, according to the report, climbed 
to the front platform and attempted 
to enter the car. 
Klein barred the 


way, using the only weapon available, 
a bayonet. As the train started the 
four youths left the platform. Klein 
was not aware that Nelson or any one 
had been injured. 
State's Attorney 


Cooper of Kankakee probably will in- 
stitute action against Klein in 
the 


criminal court at Kankakee. The at- 
torney general of the state is com- 
pelled by 'law to defend 
national 


guardsmen in such case.

Night of Wild Riot. 


From the early attack of the mob 


on the Loper restaurant in the busi- 
ness district of the city Friday night, 
there developed rapidly as the morn- 
ing wore on the most vicious race war 
that Illinois has ever experienced. 


The red torch of anarchy was car- 


ried throuch the disreputable dis- 
tricts and applied to the homes of the 
n«tcroes. good and bad. without dis- 
crimination.

The story of Friday night runs in 


four chapters: The looting of 
the 


Loper restaurant and the killing of a 
boy, 
Louis Johnson; the demolition of 


the stores and business houses of the 
negroes on East Washington street; 
the burning of homes in the black 
belt, and finally the wanton murder of 
a negro and the stringing of his body 
over a burning building with the inten- 
tion of watching it consumed in the 
flames. 


Militia Fail to Stop Rioting. 


The declaration of martial law and 


the presence of 3,000 militia in the 
city failed to check the mob spirit 
Saturday. 


After smoldering all day, the flames 


of riot blazed up again at night, the 
lynching of an 80-year-old negro being 
the first act of violence. 


William Donnigan, once a friend of 


Abraham Lincoln, and for more than 
50 years a citizen of Springfield, was 
the latest victim of the racial warfare 
resulting- from the assault upon Mrs. 
Earl Hallam. a young white woman, 
by a negro Thursday night. 


Donnigan was brutally beaten by the 


mob, 
hanged to a tree, and otherwise 


mistreated. 


Late Saturday night the residence of 


Rev. 
G. M. McDaniel. 1144 North Sev- 


enth street, a colored preacher, was 
torn down by a mob. The preacher 
and his family were not in the house 
at the time of the attack 
In the after- 


noon they had been served with a no- 
tice to clear the city at once. 


Wounded Kept in Hiding. 


The amoant of fighting there was 


Friday 
night 
and early 
Saturday 


rnorning and the exact number 
of 


wounded may never be known. 
The 


ambulances and livery rigs were busy 
all night carrying wounded men to 
St. John's hospital or their homes. 


The temper of the mob was terrific 


and the storm they started unquench- 
able. 
The fire department was not 


allowed to make runs 
to 
burning 


homes of negroes. Men ran into the 
street and grabbed horses' bits. Others 
cut the hose. The department had to 
content itself with holding fires from 
spreading to homes of white men. 


Illinois Central trains were not al- 


lowed to run through the city: The 
officials were afraid the rioters would 
break into the cars and kill the col- 
ored porters. 


Guns were taken away from the 


members of the Springfield company 
of militia as they marched down the 
street. 


Desultory fighting was going on in 


several parts of the city while the 
main crowd. 10.000 strong, was tearing 
up the negro quarter. 
Prominent Man Beaten by Negroes. 


A sign of the feelings with which 


the blacks regarded all whites was 
given when William H. Bowe, chief 
clerk in the county treasurer's office, 
narrowly escaped being lynched by a 
band of negroes while on the way to 
his home early Saturday 
morning. 


With two companions he had gone to 
the district known as the "bad lands" 
to see the devastation wrought by the 
flames. As they were leaving a dozen 
negroes confronted Bowe 
and 
his 


friends and ordered them to halt. 


Bowe alone obeyed the order, the 


others running away. After probably 
fatally shooting Bowe his assailants 
robbed him of jewelery. tearing a dia- 
mond ring from his finger. 


Joe Farmer, one of the sans, recog- 


nized Bowe and pleaded with 
the 


others not to lynch him. 
Only for 


this he probably would have 
been 


killed. 


Desolation in Black Belt. 


In the black belt 
of 
Springfield 


there was a scene of desolation. The 
frenzied mob that attacked the houses 
Friday night left scarcely a trace of 
any black man's house 
that 
they 


struck. The boards were burned from 
the houses, and whatever bricks were 
left were torn down and scattered in 
the streets. The bricks famished good 
ammunition for the maddened throng. 
In many streets there were places im- 
passable on account of 
the 
debris 


which the crowds scattered. 


A pitiful part of the whole tragedy 


was the suffering among the 
ne^ro 


children whose parents were thrown 


1 out of their homes.

Mayor Issues Proclamation. 


In an effort to reduce the crowds 


on the street to a minimum, Mayor 
Reece on Saturday issued a proclama- 
tion requesting all good citizens to re- 
main at their homes and not to con- 
gregate on the streets, and thereby 
lend strength to the turbulent ele- 
ment. 


Mayor Reece also requested all busi- 


ness houses and stores, with the ex- 
ception of restaurants and drug stores, 
to close their doors at six o'clock. 
The merchants promptly complied 
with the mayor's request. 


But while this plan for keeping peo- 


ple off the streets was aided by the 
storekeepers, the citizens generally 
did not pay much heed to the execu- 
tive's proclamation. 
Thousands 
of 


people not only from Springfield, but 
from surrounding cities, thronged the 
streets, and the appeals of the soldiers 
and police to disperse were in vain. 


Mark Houses of Whites. 


In the poorly-lighted residence sec- 


tions in where there was a scattering 
of whites, the latter took the precau- 
tion on retiring of 
hanging 
white 


clothes on the doors or the fronts of 
the houses to notify the rioters that 
the places were not occupied by ne- 
groes. 


Most of the negroes and their fam- 


ilies Tvho were burned out or other- 
wise made homeless by the mob were 
cared for in tents at Camp Lincoln, 
and a guard of troops 
was placed 


there to protect them. 


Mayor Hides and Flees. 


In connection with the mayor's at- 


tempt to quiet the crowd during the 
attack on Loper's place Friday night 
it was related that the mob became 
so threatening against the mayor him- 
self that after he had been forced to 
Mueller's 
cigar 
store, 
adjoining 


Loper's, his friends prevailed 
upon 


him not to go out again. He then 
was taken into the basement, it is 
claimed, and a grating removed in 
the rear of the building through which 
he made his exit and evaded the mob. 


Many persons lay the blame for the 


beginning of the riot to the fact that 
after Loper had assisted the sheriff 
to spirit his prisoners out of town he 
left the automobile standing in front 
of his restaurant, and the machine 
acted on the crowds like a red rag on 
a bull 


Loper and his family left Spring- 


field, and their destination was kept 
secret. It is claimed that the wreck- 
ing of the costly fixtures and the de- 
struction of all his belongings finan- 
cially ruined Loper. 
! 


Negroes Beat White Man to Death. 
A crowd of negroes, aroused to be- i 


stial frenzy by the persecution of their ] 
race, met a white man driving a 
wagon near White City park. There 
was no one near to give him assist- , 
ance. 
> 


With shouts of devilish joy the ne- ( 


groes hurled themselves upon toim, 
dragged him from the wagon, kicked 
him. and trampled him. His face was 
mashed to a jelly, his arms and legs 
were broken, his ribs crushed in. Not 
until the last vestige 
of 
life 
was 


crushed out of his body did the negro 
fiends desist.
